Maniacs Setting

Palm tree fire bugs went into 
action again Wednesday night set¬ 
ting fire to four huge trees in 
widely separated districts in less 
than an hour. The first alarm 
was sounded about 9:30 for a 
tree burning at 300 East Sierra 
Madre blvd.

"The World Today" a huge 
globe with rno3t of its surface 
engulfed with the flames of war 
—just the Americas at peace and 
presenting a unified front for de¬ 
fense of the western hemisphere 
—this will be Sierra Madre’s 
entry in the 1942 New Year's 
Tournament of Roses, for which 
the theme is "America in Flow¬ 
ers." 

Alfred J. Dewey, who appears 
to have designed another prize 
winning float for Sierra Madre, 
calls it a cartoon in flowers, for 
which 75,000 Individual blossoms 
will be needed. For months Mr. 
Dewey has been working out de¬ 
tails for the final model which 
was completed this week and 
hown to members of the float 
committee who met at his studio 
Wednesday afternoon to make 
plans for the float campaign. 

The dramatic theme will be 
worked out with intermingled 
calendulas and red geraniums 
covering most of the globe. From 
this bed of fire sweeping flames 
will arise. The Americas will be 
represented in white chrysanthe¬ 
mums bordered by the blue At¬ 
lantic and Pacific achieved with 
corn flowers. In front of the 
Americas, resting on hte hed of 
the float a huge cannon will 
be placed, by which will stand 
Liberty, representing North 
America, and a Spanish Senorita 
for the southern continent. These 
girls will be selected by the float 
committee. 

The body of the float will be 
decorated In yellow and rust 
chrysanthemums, with purple 
toned chrysanthemums in sweep¬ 
ing plumes to the rear. 

Sierra Madre gardeners have 
long been praising the adaptability 
of the geranium, and its gratify¬ 
ing response to cultivation. They 
are now being asked by the float 
committee to redouble their ef¬ 
forts to secure blooms on red 
flowering types so that there wMl 
be an ample supply available. 

Calendulas also grow well in 
many Sierra Madre gardens, as 
do white chrysanthemums which 
are often abundant. Plumes of 
the Pampas grass, covered with 
geranium petals will be used to 
represent swirling flames, so these 
also will be needed by float dec¬ 
orators. 

The planned float will be 32 1 j 
feet long; 14 feet wide. 15 ft. 
high. Tile globe will be ten feet 
in diameter and the cannon 11 
ft. long.

Water Supply Of Valley 
Towns To Be Settled 

State Sustains City’s Claim Its Source Is Separate 
From Basin Crown City Draws From— All May 
End In Agreements Out Of Court

Possibility of settlement of the four year old litigation 
involving Sierra Madre as one of 22 defendants named by 
the City of Pasadena in her claim to 14,400 acre feet of 
water annually from the Raymond Basin looms as the re¬ 
sult of a conference held in Pasadena city council chambers 
Friday morning. 

Chief Engineer Edward Hyatt of the state division ot 
water resources served as chairman of the conference 
which was attended by representatives from all munici¬ 
palities named in the suit. Sierra Madre was represented 
by City Attorney Walter Dunn and Councilman Paul Carter, 
water committee chairman. * 

From information presented in the 350 page prelimi¬ 
nary report of the State Division of \\ ater Resources, 
Sierra Madre appears to be in a preferred position with its 
full rights protected. The report upholds Sierra Madre’s 
contention of several years ago that an impervious division 
exists between the Santa Anita sub-basin and the western 
or Pasadena sub-basin, effectively sealing the city’s water 
producing gravels from those of the Pasadena Area. 

It was further shown that the- 

Pasadena areu has annually over¬ 
drawn approximately 8000 acre- 
;'eet of water. 

A steering committee of seven, 
representing all factions was se¬ 
lected to work out a solution of 
this problem. The four general 
proposals presented were the im¬ 
portation of outside water for di¬ 
rect use through main.*; conser¬ 
vation of storm run off; use of 
Metropolitan water district water 
or conservation of San Gabriel 
excess water. 

The San Gabriel proposal was 
presented by Councilman Carter, 
who advoacted use of Pasadena’s 
36 inch main connecting with 
Morris Dam in the San Gabriel 
to transport surplus water now 
available as a result of operation 
of the series of San Gabriel flood 
control dams to the Eaton Can¬ 
yon wash district for percolation 
in the depleted Pasacena area.
